Rugged Gold Rush Enduro Runs Riders. Ragged

MOJAVE, CAL., Feb, 1, 1970 — Stone or 
California’s top desert "riders were on 
hand today to compete in the Prospectors 
annual Gold Rush Enduro, The event was 
the first of seven AMA sanctioned en- 
duros to be held in District 37 this year, 

The 100-mile run began at a ‘‘town’’ 
consisting of hundreds of motorcyclist’s 
campers parked in back of Tokiwa’s 
restaurant and service station, It’s a 
beer-and-gas oasis 15 miles north of 
the desert town of Mojave on Highway 14, 

The course included rutted sandwash- 
es, steep embankments, arroyos with 
rocks strewn by the devil himself, twist- 
ing gullies, the infamous Prospectos 
Hill, slick fireroads, and choppy razor- 
backs, 

Add to that a posted average speed so 
demanding that noted enduroist Dick 
Smith had to push his new 8-speed Husky 
on up to 90 mph,.,well, let’s just say it 
was a lively day’s riding for all 800 
plus entrants 








Other seasoned -Upper and Baja Cali- 
fornia veterans included Eddie Day and 
Buck Smith, who between the two of them 
combine over 106 years of off-road 
motorcycle experience, Buck suffered a 
flat tire only six miles from the cold and 
windy start; an ignoble fate, He then 
concentrated on coaching his son, Gene 
and two other young worthies in the fine 
art of enduro timeliness at the various 
check points, 

Eddie Day, Buck’s Mexican 1000 part- 
ner, did the unbelievable by finishing 
close to his calculated time on a 250 
Triumph. When asked just how close his 
averages were, Day answered, ‘‘Not too 
well, I only zeroed seven of the eight 
check points. I was one minute off atone 
of them.” Although Day has an unde- 
served reputation for tall tales, he claims 
this is gospel. 

Key starting time was 8 o’clock Sun- 
day morning, with the fifty mile first 
loop snaking its way through the rugged 
western hills.of the Mojave Desert,

After skirting the edge of Sequoia Na- 
tional Forest, riders swung back toward 
Highway. 14 again, They took a 52 minute 
noon check at another wide spot called 
Armistead, 

Prospectors president Jack Lund, by 
the way, wishes to apologize to everyone 
who had to pay an unexpected fifty cents 
a car for parking behind Armistead’s. 
The hastily scrawled sign for the parking 
fee tended to bear out Lund’s allegation 
that this was a last minute, unauthorized 
fund raising manuever by the business 
owner and was not agreed upon by the 
Prospectors, 

After the noon check, riders passed 
under the highway at Freeman Gulch to 
begin the second fifty mile loop. They 
and gravel deposited by torrential flash- 
floods. 

Baja notables were on hand, evidently 
already working towards the Mexican 
(Texas?) 1000 in November, 

Steve Hurd, a Kawasaki dealer in 
Montebello, didn’t seem too concerned 
with times and average speeds. He just

run just for the challenge. Hurd was 
entered with Bob Ewing & Son, the latter 
two Sachs mounted, Starting two minutes 
later was Mike Patrick on a 15 inch 
Yamaha, 

The Filtron/Harley-Davidson team 
pressed on in a timely manner with Paul 
Hunt and Dennis Guildenhaus riding 
modified 100cc Rapidos, and Bob Steffan 
who manfully pushed about a somewhat 
nose-heavy 350 ERS Sprint, 


The course continued on through the 
El Passo Mountains to the east, then 
passed underneath the highway again near 
the ancient minesite of Ricardo. A ten- 
minute gas stop there and then a fairly 
easy ten miles to the finish, Time: 5 
hours 31 minutes. 

Although the Prospectors made gross 
errors in calculating official time and 
mileage, the run was reported to have 
been no less than great, The annual Gold 
Rush Enduro was so well laid out and 
interesting that riders had nothing but 
praise for the club.

CYCLE NEWS TALKS WITH KERRY KLEID 


Kerry Kleid is an intelligent, pretty college girl from New England. She has 
brown hair and green eyes, her fingernails are filed and she races a motocross CZ 
faster than the majority of the men that line up beside her. 

Kerry’s west coast racing debut was promoted by the Bay Mare Team Prix. and 
her appearance in California has sparked a lot of interest in the girl who is billed as 


the World’s quickest woman motocross racer. 


Over the din of two stroke race bikes CYCLE NEWS talked to Kerry Kleid be- 


tween races at Bay Mare. 


Kerry, how did you get started with 
motorcycles? 

When I has 16 I had just graduated from 
high school and I was in Colorado. I had 
some money saved so I bought a Bridge- 
stone to use on the street. 

Did you ever race it? 

No, it was just a street bike. Later, in 
the East I had a Ducati that I was us- 
ing for transportation. I goofed around 
with it in the dirt a little but the first 
experience I ever had with a dirt bike 
was last March. One time after the races 
Barry Higgins loaned me his Twin Port 
CZ to ride. I tried it and I loved it! I 
bought it from him the next da: 






Did you start racing right then? 

In March I went to Florida with a group 
of Experts from my area and raced in an 
Experts race. I finished dead last. Back 
in New England I began racing with the 
Amateurs. When I started I usually fin- 
ished no farther back than fifth. By the 
end of the season I was winning races. 
You have a sponsor now, don’t you? 
Yes, in July of last year Ghost Motor- 
cycles in Port Washington, N.Y. made 
me a good deal on a single port CZ. 
Barry worked there and we were dating 
so he brought the bikes to the tracks 
and did my mechanical work. At one of 
the Inter-Ams the Jawa factory gave me 
a new 360 CZ. Then in September I 
went away to school and Barry and I 
broke up so I had no one to take the 
bikes to the races. Just then another 
shop, Gandalph Racing, offered to spon- 
sor me on a CZ so it worked out just 
right. 

But you are riding for Ghost now? 
Right. After school was out in Decem- 
ber I talked to Ghost and they are spon- 
soring me again. Today is my first race 
since November. 

It seems that you don’t have any trouble 
getting sponsored rides. Why do you 
suppose that isso? 

I’ve had offers from almost every single 
major motorcycle manufacturer. Greeves, 
American-Eagle, Bultaco, they all want 
me to ride for them. I guess it’s because 
it’s pretty cool to see a girl riding a 
bike and winning. I’m staying with CZ 
because they are the most generous and 
their bike is best.

You aren’t much of a mechanic, are you? 
Not really, but I can take the engine 
apart, service the air cleaner, change 
cables and things like that. 
Aside from racing what else are you 
doing? 
Well, I’m going to college and I have a 
horse that I ride in shows. 
What would you be doing if you had 
been born a man? 
I certainly wouldn’t be in Viet Nam. If 
I were a man I’d have the essential 
motocross trait; muscles. 
You seem to have overcome that well 
enough. What about endurance? 
My endurance is good enough. I usually 
tide two classes and beat guys who 
ride only one. Smoothness is my real 
forte. 
You mentioned horseback riding earlier, 
Have you been athletic most of your life 
and was there a lot of training to go 
through to get in shape for motocross? 
I guess it must be smoothness that 
makes it easier for me. Barry and I 
used to practice riding every night after 
he got off work at Ghost. Really it is 
Barry’s influence that lets me do as 
well as I am now. There is just no one 
in this country that can beat him. A lot 
of people say he comes on strong and 
sounds conceited but he isn’t that kind 
of person when you know him. 


I’ve never met you before but I have 
been told that you too seem to be self 
centered and very sure of your self. 
Oh, I didn’t know that. Well...you have 
to have confidence in yourself.

LAS VEGAS 400-MILE MARATHON 


WILL END WITH POT OF GOLD 
LAS VEGAS, NEV. Jan, 27, 1970— More 
than 300 of the nation’s top off-road 
racers have taken front staring positions 
in the 3rd Annual Mint ‘‘400’’ Del Webb 
Desert Rally scheduled for March 21-24 
in the Southern Nevada Desert near 
Las Vegas. 

The 400-mile desert marathon offers 
4-wheel racing’s largest off-road purse, 
and the most prize money in motorcycle- 
racing history. 

This year, guaranteed first-place 
prize money will be $6,000 in each of 
the race’s four divisions, with nearly 
$10,000. going to the vehicle with the 
fastest elapsed time. 

A total of 450 4-wheelers and motor- 
cycles are expected to compete this year 
over the rugged 50-mile desert loop, 15 
miles north of Las Vegas. Lastyear, the 
grueling course allowed only 10 percent 
of 206 entries to finish. 

In the motorcycle division, the nation’s 
two top off-road riders, Preston Petty 
and Bob Ewing, both of Sepulveda, Cali- 
fornia, will be teaming-up with their 
entry in the pole position, Last year’s 
motorcycle division winner, Mike 
Patrick, will be in third slot with Tri- 
umph, Yamaha, Honda, Bultacoand other 
producers entering teams, 

“This year’s race will be run inthree 
heats,’’ said Race Director Mel Larson, 
“We'll race the 4-wheelers in twin 200- 
mile heats March 23rd and 24th, with the 
motorcycles running the entire 400 miles 
Sunday, March 21st.”’ 

Larson said motorcycles and 4-wheel- 
ers will be separated this year for safety 
reasons, ‘‘With this year’s pack of 300 
cars and nearly 100 motorcycles, the 
course will be too crowded and hazard- 
ous to include bikers and buggies in the 
same race,” 

The four days of racing and festivities - 
will begin March 21st with registration 
at the Mint Hotel race headquarters in 
downtown Las Vegas. Highlighting race 
week will be a Miss Mint ‘*400’’ beauty. 
pageant, a giant parade through down- 
town Las Vegas led by Grand Marshall 
Buddy Hackett, special cocktail parties 
and an awards and victory banquet at the 
new Space Center in the Sahara Hotel. 

Rules and entry forms were mailed 
from Mint Hotel race headquarters in 
Las Vegas to drivers and sponsors 
around the world. Starting positions go 
to the first 300 4-wheelers and 100 


motorcycles to request entry.

Motorcycle Racing’s Future May Be In Television

No matter if it’s fact, assumption, or an 
individual evaluation, it is generally accepted 
that the motorcycle industry is as much as 
five years behind the automobile industry as 
far as trends are concerned. 

Chris Economaki, editor of “National 
Speed Sport News” and commentator- advisor 
to ABC’s Wide World of Sports, has 
announced the signing of a three year 
contract between the National Association for 
Stock Car Auto Racing (NASCAR) and the 
American Broadcasting Company (ABC) for a 
reported $1,365,000.00. This will bring 35 
National races (by this association) to the 
television public. 

The United States Auto Club (USAC) made 
a similar agreement ($1,200,000.00) over a 
two year period with an independent TV 
network in New York City for live coverage 
on 16 USAC races. 

I have no reports on IMCA, NHRA, AHRA, 
etc. and the numerous other auto racing 
associations, and their negotiations with TV 
networks which are presently underway. 

After watching the televised Pepperell 
Inter-Am Motorcross, I was overjoyously 
shocked by the outstanding impression this 
must have made on the non-cycling public. It 
included music, slow motion, video replays, 
and an announcer that seemed to know what 
he was talking about. It was exciting, 
fulfilling, and gave a true picture of what 
cycle competition is really like. 

But cycle coverage on television in 1969 


was considerably less than in previous years. 
A lot of this can be attributed to the fact that 
the promoter has very little to gain 
(financially) from selling his product to TV. 
The AMA has practically all television tights 
on Nationals. 

The pact between NASCAR and ABC 
guarantees NASCAR $290,000 in 1970, and 
if options are fully used, $500,000 in 1971, 
and the remaining $575,000 in 1972. 
NASCAR would distribute the monies in the 
following manner: 55% to the originating 
track, 25% to a driver fund, and 20% to a 
pool for distribution to tracks at year’s end 
for races not televised. 

Let’s look at some of the promoters 
involved directly and indirectly. Bill France 
(Daytona & Talladega Speedways) is one of 
the major figures in NASCAR’s package. 
These two locations are also the sites for two 
200 Mile AMA Nationals. J.C. Agajanian isn’t 
active in NASCAR, but will be involved in 
USAC’s 1.2 million dollar agreement. “Aggie” 
also promotes a minimum of three AMA 
Nationals a year, Ascot TT, Ascot half mile, 
and Sacramento Mile. Mar-Car (Oklahoma 
City) and Pace Management (Houston 
Astrodome) mostly stay with IMCA events, 
but Pace did run some USAC Midgets this 
winter. Santa Fe (Willow Springs, Ill.) will 
again promote a TT and Short Track National 
this „year, but are also very active in auto 
racing. Heidelburg was blacktopped for auto 
racing, but the Mini RR National is growing in 
popularity. 


Hard Core Tries Honda Lid. Weather Run

It takes a certain breed of cyclist to 
arise at five in the morning and go out 
into a rain chilled January morning, 
mount his machine, and depart the 
warmth of home for a two hundred and 
seventy mile ride just for the sheer 
desire of riding. 

On January 11th, Pacific Coast Honda 
organized just such a ride. There was 
no entry fee, no trophies, just free 
coffee and donuts at the start. Most of 
the forty-odd riders were on Hondas, 
but a couple of BSA’s, a Moto Guzzi and 
an old Indian were represented. 


As our wheels rolled north on the rain 
covered freeway to Gorman, California, 
I doubt if there was one person who 
wasn’t recalling the familiar statement 
of that famous soldier in Custer’s Stand 
at the little Bighorn — ‘‘What am I doing 
here?” 

After breakfast and a warmup stop in 
Gorman, the still wet group of hard core 
riders departed west through the Frazier 
Park area and onward to Highway 33,

Seventeen. cycles of Honda Limited 
Motorcycle Club eased past a fallen bike 
and after finding no injuries or damage, 
proceeded on in the lead, water and mud 
washed over the roadway at every dip in 
the terrain, Bikes slid as the less ex- 
perienced missed a breaking point by a 
fraction of a second and entered a curve 
just a little too fast. But onward they 
rode, masochist, crazy, stupid were just 
some of the adjectives floating through 
their minds, Face shields, glasses or 
goggles, rain washed and fogged over, 
gave little help in spotting the frequent 
landslides as the roadway twisted and 
turned its way through the mountains to 
Ojai, California.

Scott Speedway Star Offered U.S. Ride

Scottish speedway star Bert Harkins 
has been offered terms to ride in the 
United Stites from April until October, 
1970. 

News of the offer was cabled from 
Harkins in Australia to his British boss, 
Ian Hoskins...and arrived right in the 
middle of the most sensational happen- 
ings of the British close-season. 

For Hoskins had just sold Harkins, 
along with all other assets at the Coat- 
bridge (Scotland) track, to a new pro- 
motion who will reopen mightly Wembley 
Stadium, London, for Division I racing 
this summer! 

Harkins, stunned at the news thatheis 
to become a Wembley Lionand thus wear 
one of the most legendary team colors 
in the world of speedway, still added that 
he is ‘‘obliged to consider the American 
offer,” á 

If personality boy Harkins did decide 
to ride in the States it would preclude 
racing in Britain, as the dates coincide 
with the British racing season, 

This news, hard on the heels of the 
revelations: that world champion Ivan 


Mauger might quit British speedway to 
ride for Kawasaki in the U.S, shorttrack 
championships, is causing growing con- 
cern among British promoters about the 
threat of U.S. speedway and its demands 
on their star performers, 

Said Ian Hoskins, now a co-promoter 
at Empire Stadium, Wembley: ‘‘We will 
have to watch this. If American speed- 
way gets bigger and more successful, 
they might outbid us for all our stars,” 

Will Harkins, currently barnstorming 
in Australia, accept the U.S, bid? British 
opinion is that the lure of riding at 
Wembley, perhaps the mostfamous stad- 
ium in Europe, will persuade Harkins to 
return to London in 1970, 

OTHER BRITISH NEWS: All four ap- 
plications from new clubs for member- 
ship of Division II were turned down, and 
there is now talk of forming a British 
Third Division, Unlucky applicants were 
Sheffield, Workington, Peterborough and 
Newtongrange (Edinburgh). And Poland 
and Russia, the two track giants of 
Eastern Europe, have both called off 
international tours of Britain this 
summer, 








AMA District 19 Competition Schedule Set 


By John Blanton 


AUSTIN, TEX., Jan. 3, 1970 — A long- 
building ground swell of rider dissent 
reached its climax in the form of a pre- 
emptory “rump” caucus held just hours 
prior to the annual District 19 AMA 
meeting held Jan, 3rd in Austin, Texas. 
Led by Frank Gourley of the Texas 
Travelers Motorcycle Club of San An- 
tonio, the caucus aimed at airing com- 
plaints of recent laxity in enforcing its 
own regulations on the part of the AMA, 





In particular, the Association had been 
charged with granting mid-season sanc- 
tions in conflict with previously sanc- 
tioned Sportsman points events, 

Gourley charged that several San An- 
tonio races, which had been guaranteed 
the protection of a non-conflicting 100- 
mile-radius circle, had been financially 
hurt by the sanctioning of flat track 
races barely 75 miles away. Letters to 
Jules Horky of the AMA brought the reply 
that the 100-mile limit had been reduced 
to 75 miles in mid-season — contrary to 
AMA rules, 

Mr, Tom Clark, AMA director of pro- 
fessional competition, was dismayed to 
find the caucus in session upon his ar- 
rival at the meeting room, but he was, 
nevertheless, impressed by the earnest- 
ness of the well-behaved gathering. At 
the subsequent sanction meeting he 
granted several concessions to the local 
clubs and made promises of more sin- 
cere consideration by the nationwide 


governing body in the future. As aresult 
of one concession granted the clubs, 
District 19 (Texas) is divided east and 
west by a vertical line running west of 
Ft. Worth and south between Austin and 
San Antonio to the Gulf of Mexico, East 
of the line the radius of protection will 
be 75 miles, while the more sparsely 
populated western region will have a 
100-mile radius of protection. 


Of the more than 160 sanctions grant-- 


ed at the meeting, eight were for Sports- 
man Road Races, the first of which will 
be held at Austin Dragway Parkon March 
ist by the San Angelo Racing Associa- 
tion, SARA also sanctioned five additional 
road races for the season, each of them 
to run at Dallas International Raceway. In 
addition, the Golden Eagles M.C. of 
Dallas was granted a sanction for aroad 
race at Dallas International, and the 
Kapital Katz M.C. of Austin received a 
sanction for its annual Aqua Festival 
Road Race to be run on the Capitol City 
streets on August 9th.

District 37’s number one motocross 
rider, Bob Maynard of Orange Co. 
Cycles, is going to be seen campaigning 
a super-sanitary Anglo-Japanese hybrid 
this season, 

Bob’s first Cheney Yamaha has just 
made its debut in the 1970 season but 
we are sure to see more and more of 
these models as the months roll by. The 
bike is a merger of fine English design 
and craftsmanship joined with reliable 
Yamaha power. 

Eric Cheney, famous for his Triumph 
powered specials, has designed and built 
the frame specifically for the Yamaha 
engine. Maynard sent Cheney an example 
of the powerplant just about a year ago. 
When the 360 Yamahas became available 
that engine will bolt right in place and 
transform the bike into an open class 
contender, 

With the 250 engine and oilin the gear- 
box Bob’s bike. weighs in at an ethereal 
206 pounds, With this bike the only way 
to cut down on weight on the starting 
line is to pass up the mashed potatoes. 

The really exciting aspect about this 
project is that it is not intended to be a 
one-off special for selected riders only, 
If all goes well similar scooters will be 
available to any one with enough coins 
in his jeans, 

Bill Oury of Colorado Springs, Colo, 
is chiefly responsible for the operation 
and is currently dealing with Cheney to 
produce an initial 500 units. According 
to Maynard, Cheney has moved to a 
larger factory and is expanding his 
facilities to meet the demand, Contract 
negotiations are still proceeding but 
offers from both sides have been made 
and a price agreement is forthcoming, 

Maynard is serving as chief tester and 
will be west coast distributor for the 
new model. Bob says that the Cheney 
parts will be offered in two forms. The 
first, called a chassis kit, will include 
everything but the engine and sell for 
under $800. The kit will include the 
frame, swinging arm, Koni shocks, Eng- 
lish forks, tank and side panels, Trelle- 
borg tires and a high pipe. 

A frame kit will sell for less than 
$500 and include the frame and swing 
arm, tank and panels, fenders, Konis 
and the Pipe, 

Being offered in kit form allows an 
owner to tailor the engine to his own 
needs, Bob says the frame is suitable 
for trials so a stock engine would be 
called for there. Racers can select their 
own engine mods right on up toa fully 
Gyt-kitted neoe or beyond,

BSA Dealers To Offer Retail Financing 


ANAHEIM, CALIFORNIA, Jan. 25, 1970— 
BSA Motorcycle Dealers will soon offer 
customers a retail financing program 
with payments up to 36 months, 

Retail financing and a dealer floor plan 
were two of anumber of major announce- 
ments made here this evening at the 
Annual BSA Dealer Awards Banquet/ 
Western Region. 


More than 350 dealers and wives 
heard the Birmingham Small Arms Com- 
pany President, Peter Thorton, announce 
an expanded warranty policy anda great- 
ly improved warranty protection plan 
for dealers, 

Mr. Thorton also revealed that a 
quality audit program has been intro- 
duced at the factories in England and 
that units are now being shipped ‘‘built- 
up’’, with only handlebars and easily 
damaged minor parts removed. 

“Dealer assembly work on these new 


. units,’’ said Mr. Thornton, ‘‘has been 


reduced to an average of 30 minutes from 
crate to customer,” 

“Our goal,’ Mr, Thornton continued, 
«is to deliver to our dealers a product 
for as close to off-the-shelf selling as 
possible, and then back him up with a 
dealer support program that will gener- 
ate profits for every dealer willing to 
work at selling BSA,’’ 

The dealer floor plan and the retail 
financing plan will be administered by a 
major finance company with a nation- 
wide network of offices and local author- 
ity to handle all aspects of the financing. 

Details of the plans will be announce: 
jointly with the finance company within 
the next month, It was revealed, how- 
ever, that a percentage of the retail 


finance charge will be credited to the 
dealer, thus creating another profit 
source for him, and that rates on the 
floor planning will be below those avail- 
able to individual dealers through local 
banks or finance companies. Customer 
warranty has been increased 50% to six 
months or 6,000 miles and dealer pro- 
tection work has been extended to make 
it possible for the dealer to generate 
profits on such work, The average nation- 
al rate paid for labor has been increased 
to’ $6.00 hourly from $5.00. In addition 
cost of factory parts plus 25% will also 
be paid, 

Dealers were introduced to David 

Bird, newly elected vice president, BSA 
Sales, who will leave on Friday, January 
30 for Birmingham, England with all 
BSA sales representatives, sales man- 
agers and service managers. 
_ ‘We are going to carry our dealers’ 
production problems to the factory,’’ Mr. 
Bird said, ‘‘and attempt to find the 
solutions there, at the source.’’ 

While in England, the BSA fieldmen 
will also inspect and be briefed on the 
1971 product line, 

In the conclusion of his remarks, Mr. 
Thornton said, ‘‘We are making any in- 
vestment, we’re taking any action, mak- 
ing any change, facing up to any problem 
that is needed to make the BSA franchise 
the most valuable and profitable in the 
industry.” 

“Decisions on product and styling, and 
dealer support are being made here.., 
our co-workers in England are backing 
us to the limit,’ 

“Only by building your sales and 
profits can we build our sales and 
profits at BSA,,.that is why wearehere,’”’

SACRAMENTO INTERNATIONAL 
RACEWAY OPENS SOON 


Plans for the new Sacramento Inter- 
national Raceways were unveiled yester- 
day in Sacramento by the development 
group who acquired the existing facility 
earlier this year. The Raceway will be 
located on Excelsior Road (off Jackson 
Highway) in Sacramento, California. 

It was announced that the planning and 
engineering phase has been completed on 
schedule and actual construction of this 
elaborate racing plant is targeted to 
commence as soon after the first of the 
year as weather permits. 

Inside a paved oval is a 1/4 mile dirt 
flat track for motorcycles and the devel- 
opers plan to have a full program for 
this fast growing sport. 

There will also be a lighted dragstrip 
for night racing incorporating all of the 
latest features that research and de- 
velopment could produce for this most 
popular form of automobile racing. Ad- 
ditionally, a youth program on the drag- 
strip will be emphasized in order that 
the young citizens of the area can do 
their thing under safe controlled cir- 
cumstances. 

The third element of Sacramento Inter- 
national Raceways is a 2-mile plus road 
circuit that can accommodate road rac- 
ing in all of its forms, from amateur 
club events through professional racing 
on the championship trail, 


CALIF. WOULD SET HELMET 


STANDARDS 

California motorcyclists will no longer 
be sold unsafe helmets under legislation 
introduced this session by Assemblyman 
John Francis Foran (D-San Francisco), 

Foran, who is Chairman of the Assem- 
bly Transportation Committee, ex- 
pressed concern over the fact that there 
are no minimum safety standards for 
motorcycle helmets. 

«I am appalled that when a cyclist 
buys a motorcycle helmet he has no 
assurance the helmet will give him 
adequate protection in an accident, All 
too often, these so-called protective 
helmets are virtually useless,” Foran 
said. 

The San Francisco legislator’s bill 
directs the California Highway Patrol to 
establish minimum safety standards that 
must be met before a motorcycle helmet 
may be sold in California, The Foran 
bill does NOT require motorcyclists to 
wear helmets, Rather, it assures those 
cyclists who voluntarily choose to wear 
one that any helmet they purchase, re- 
gardless of price, will provide the neces- 
sary protection, 

“A recent study of accidents in which 
the motorcyclist was killed showed that 
92% received head injuries’? claims 
Foran, ‘‘Medical authorites tell me that 
each year motorcyclists are killed in 
accidents because their helmets are 
inferior, My legislation will eliminate 
these deaths,” he said. 





KNIEVEL TO TRY SKY-CYCLE 


AT SACTO T.T. 


SACRAMENTO, CAL, — Evel Knievel, 
known throughout the world as the ‘‘King 
of Stuntmen’’, announced over the week- 
end that he will try to tie his world 
record of jumping 16-automobiles, when 
he appears at the Old State Fairgrounds 
here on Sunday afternoon, Feb, 15th 
along with the 50-lap AMA Pacific Coast 
Championship T.T. Motorcycle races, 

Racing Director J.C, Agajanian has 
inked the world famed motorcycle stunt- 
man to try for the record trying jump 
as an added attraction to the 21-event 
motorcycle racing card on the new mile 
and a half steeplechase course, 

Fresh from his leap at the Cow Palace 
earlier this month, Knievel will use the 
long straightaway of the Sacramento 
mile track for his longest out-door jump

A huge amount of publicity preceded 
each meeting and there is no doubt the 
two wheelers are now top of the popular-

A large crowd flocked to Liverpool to 
watch Fundin and Mauger. Both riders 

` appeared here last year and were a sen- 
sational success. It sure seems there is 
nothing like the tag of World Champion 
to stimulate interest...shades of Cali- 
fornia a few months ago! 

The meeting resulted in some tremen- 
dous racing with local lad Greg Kentwell 
completely stealing the thunder. 

He raced six times to notch six tre- 
mendous wins, Two came in handicap 
events when he started from the near 
backmark of 120 yards behind but per- 


haps his most impressive victory was in 
the Champion of Champions Scratch Race 
Final when he outpaced Ted Lindkog 
(Sweden), Mauger and Fundin to the 
checker, 

Greg was in immaculate form, the 
nearest he has come so far to that great 
night at the Showground two years ago 
when he scored a Test match maximum, 
It was certainly heartening to see an 
Aussie whip the strong overseas line up 
of visitors and resident internationals, 

Ivan had quite a good night and began 
by shattering his own one lap flying start 
record, Time now stands at 17.1 seconds. 
His shining, chromed machine brought 
murmurs of approval from the terraces 
— a legacy from his stop-over inAmeri- 
ca, naturally! 

He opened his racing account with a 
good win over Garry Middleton (Aus- 
tralia) and Fundin, then followed up with 
another scratch race win over Middleton, 
Trigg and Howard Cole (England). 

The handicap heat proved a little 
tougher, however, and Ivan was unplaced, 
He quickly made amends by taking out 
the next event from Harkins, John Lang- 
field (Australia) and Fundin, 

Mauger proved an extremely popular

As can be seen, it was a less happy 
night for Fundin, 

The Swede’s bike was not at its best 
which was a shame, for when Ove is in 
the mood no one cam match him, 

Three years ago in England he was 
known as Mr, Perpetual Motion.

It would seem that a large number of our State legislators have returned to the 
“Big Golden Dome” in Sacramento, armed to the teeth with controversial proposals 
that will keep their names in the headlines for weeks to come,..,.which isn’t a bad 
idea in an election year. One of the unfortunate consequences is that much of this 
proposed legislation either directly or indirectly affects motorcycling, 


VEHICLE REGISTRATION 

Senate Bill 47 prohibits the registration of any motor vehicle after January x 
1971, unless the application for registration is accompanied by a certificate of in- 
surance certifying that the motor vehicle is covered by insurance sufficient to meet 
the financial responsiblity law. Also, SB 47 provides for the issue of permanent li- 
cense plates which will be transferred from vehicle to vehicle. However, if your 
insurance. is cancelled for any cause (such as failure to pay the premium) your 
registration and license plates must be forfeited. Under this little bomb, it will no 
longer be possible to register a motorcycle without licensing it for street-use, And 
you are already aware that you cannot purchase a new bike without registering it. 
And you also know that you cannot license a bike without meeting all of the minimum 
equipment requirements, And now you must have insurance, You had better mull this 
one over very carefully. 

Assembly Bill 262 specifies that applications for original (new owner) registra- 
tion of motorcycles shall contain, in addition to data presently required, the motor, 
transmission, and frame numbers stamped on the vehicle by the manufacturer and 
be accompanied by a tracing of the motor number or a motor number verification

certificate issued by specified public employees, Also requires the Department of 
Motor Vehicles to maintain cross-index files of such motor, transmission, and frame 
numbers, While the intent of this law is to discourage theft, the true impact cannot 
be determined without further information. I could possibly be construed that “swaps” 
must be re-registered and subject to fees, More on this at a later date. 





KEEP OFF THE GRASS 

Senate Bill 37 is a ‘jewel’.,.Are you ready for a real donnybrook? This Bill very 
simply states, ‘Prohibits operation of motorcycle or motor-driven cycle in a state 
park in any area where overnight camping is provided.’’ There is no need for me to 
explain this one and its effect, We only have one recourse against this out-and-out 
affront to motorcycling and motorcyclists; and that is to ‘kill’? this proposed law. 
And this is the only way that it can be done. The Bill was introduced by Senator John 
Nejedly who represents Contra Costa County and who won his Senate Seat last year 
by less than 22,000 votes, On the basis of published DMV records and the results of 
separate surveys, there are more than 25,000 motorcycling enthusiasts in Contra 
Costa County who are registered voters. I am certain that if each of these persons 
merely took pen in hand and wrote to the Honorable John Nejedly, California State 
Senate, State Capitol, Sacramento, California 95814, and stated, ‘‘Dear Senator 
Nejedly; As a registered voter and motorcyclist residing in Contra Costa County, I 
want you to know that I am against Senate Bill 37.’’, and signed it, that Senator 
Nejedly would see that his proposed Bill would die a very timely death, And while you 
are writing, you might mention your thoughts on Senate Bill 47 which Senator Nejedly 
also authored. And just in case our Contra Cosa fraternity brothers don’t do the job, 
it would be a good idea for every other motorcycling enthusiast in the state to write 
their own Assemblymen and Senators, using the above example but inserting the 
name of their own county. 

T have already written to Senator Nejedly suggesting an alternative solution to the 
problem of motorcycle noise. This would be to enact legislation which would, between 
certain hours, prohibit the unnecessary operation of any device which creates exces- 
sive noise, nuisance, or disturbance, including motorcycles, automobiles, power 
boats, chain saws, logging trucks, water pumps, portable generators, radios, parties, 
singing, etc. Such a law would not prohibit the use of facilities by responsible persons. 

But from past encounters, I am not of the opinion that Senator Nejedly has intro- 
duced SB 37 just because he has had his sleep disturbed. Senator Nejedly is a dyed- 
in-the-wool conservationist and ardent member and supporter of the Sierra ‘Club, 
I have heard him express himself in Committee Session in such a manner that leaves 
little doubt that he is ‘‘anti-motorcycle”’ from the word ‘go’, He is the same Senator 
whom we had to overwhelm with letters lastyear to get SB 684 passed so that recrea- 
tional vehicles would be recognized as legitimate users of recreational trails on 
state lands, 

This is why it is so very important that we show our ‘strength’ to our elected 
representatives, Let’s not ‘lunch’ this one! 





HELMETS, HELMETS, HELMETS 

Here we go again! In the December 23rd issue of Cycle News, I reported the 
latest status on the helmet situation and things didn’t look too bad. But here is where 
we stand now. 

Assemblyman John Francis Foran has reintroduced last year’s helmet law as 
Assembly Bill 142, True tohis word, AB 142 does not require the wearing of a helmet 
but merely establishes minimum safety standards for our protection, I don’t believe 
that anyone will disagree with the merit of this proposal, 

However, we learned last Fall that California stood to lose 10% of its Federal 
Highway Aid funds if it did not enact a law requiring the mandatory wearing of 
helmets by motorcyclists, When questioned, Assemblyman Foran, who is also the 
Chairman of the Assembly Committee on Transportation, replied, ‘‘ While the federal 
government does have the power to withhold ten percent of our federal aid highway 
funds if we do not enact a mandatory helmet law, I think it unlikely that the federal 
government will take such action during the next legislative session’. 

The same question was asked of Senator Alan Short, who until recently was 
Chairman of the Senate Transportation Committee. Senator Short’s office replied by 
telephone that they could not answer the question and instead referred me to Mr, 
Delwyn Roberts who is the Safety Engineer for the Division of Highways, State of 
California, His answer stated, ‘‘The Highway Safety Actof 1966 by the 89th Congress 
requires each State to have an approved Highway Safety Program or there will be a 
penalty imposed, One of the requirements in the Act is ‘Each motorcycle operator 
wears an approved safety helmet and eye protection when he is operating his vehicles 
on streets and highways,’ California has no statutory requirement for this safety 
equipment and such a requirement was deleted from the 1968 bill (AB-289) prior to 


the capitol 


enactment. However, the California Highway Safety Program was approved by the 
National Highway Safety Bureau within the past two weeks. These safety features will 
be included in the Governor’s Program tobe prescribed to the legislature this coming 
session.” 

‘The Highway Safety Act of 1966 does not require the use of helmets by motor- 
cyclists, It does require that State highway safety programs meet standards esta- 
blished by the Secretary of Transportation, 

“One of the statutory conditions for securing the benefits available under the 
Highway Safety Act of 1966 is that each State shall have a highway safety program 
which embraces activities covered by uniform performance standards promulgated 
by the Secretary of Transportation. Implementation of the motorcycle safety standard 
is an essential element of each State’s overall highway safety program,’ - 

‘“‘Thus far 40 States have adopted some type of legislation requiring motorcyclists 
to wear helmets. The remaining States have indicated that such legislation would be 
sought, As of December 31, 1969, the highway safety program of each State had been 
granted approval on 4 conditional basis and there is no immediate prospect of the 
penalty provisions of the law being invoked,’’ 

Motorcyclists have suggested that ‘‘the prevailing legal view is that State laws 
requiring the use of safety helmets are unconstitutional. This is not so, Only in 
Illinois has a helmet law been declared unconstitutional by the highest State court, 
Helmet laws have been upheld by the highest courts in more than a dozen States, 
Additionally, the U.S. Supreme Court has declined to rule the laws unconstitutional 
in four cases brought before it. One appeal was dismissed ‘‘for want of a substantial 
Federal question.’ f 

Well, sports fans...,.what do you think? Did you ever feel like you were playing 
against a stacked deck? 


WHAT NOW? 

So, you ask, what do we do now? I can only answer that question by saying that it 
all depends on what YOU do at this point. Not tomorrow, but right now! These Bills 
will be coming up for hearing in the respective Committees beginning the 12th of 
February. You had better start writing letters to your legislators and expressing 
your opinions. If you don’t know the names of your representatives, call your local 
newspaper and ask them for the names of your Assemblyman and, Senator, 

For those of you who have registered with MORE and authorized me to lobby in 
your behalf, you can rest assured that I will be bird-dogging these and all future 
motorcycling Bills through the committee hearings and the Legislature. If we lose 
out on any of these proposed laws, it won’t be from lack of trying. It will happen only 
because those of you who have not registered with MORE didn’t get off your duffs 
and write some letters.
